MA ELFANT OF BALTIMORE. 


His Trial ou Wednesday Resulted ia His 
Bejag Fined $104.00 and Costs. 
“An Appeal Taken. 


Mr. J. E. Elfant, the Baltimore mer- 
chant who claims to be manager of the 
F. B. C. Clothing Company of Bulti 
more, and *who runs a clothing store on 
Main street, was tried on Monday af- 
ternoon before Police Justice Trader, 
for violating a city ordinance espeot- 

vloeing out and half 
price sales, Quite a large crowd of 
spectators were assembled and much 
merriment was caused by the many 
amusing incidents which occurred. 

Last Friday Mr. Elfant was arrested 
on a writ sworn out by our Main street 
merchants, and was arraigned before 
the Police Justice on the charge of vio 
lating the city “Ordinance B.“ This 
Ordinance requires all persons adver 
tising and offering for sale damaged 
goods or articles damaged by fire, or 
otherwise, slaughter, forced, or closing 
out sales'' to procure from the May 
and City Counell a license of $50 a day. 
This ordinance was passed in '94 as a 
relief to out merchants who had long 
been beseiged by cheap, slaughter and 
half price. sales. The hearing was 
merely preliminary, and the Justice 
only held Elfant in bail for his appear- 
ance on Monday. 

On Monday Mr. Elfant admitted that 
he did not take out the requisite license 
for sinoe it was hia intention to remain 
in Salisbury if business was profitable, 
he did not think it necessary.  Elfant 
also swore that he was the representa- 
tive of the F. B. C. Clothing Company 
of 737 West Baltimore street, Balti- 
more," which manufactured its own 
clothing, and that in virtue of this fact 
he was at liberty to soll clothing at 
whatever price he saw fit. 

‘The prosecution contended that Mr: 
Elfant had violated the city ordinance 
in not paying the license; that he was a 
"squatter" whose intention it was to 
catch all the money he could daring 
the busy season and then to pack his 
trunk and go"; that he had deceived 
the public by advertising a ‘closing 
out sale'' of $15,000 worth of stock to 
be sold at half price.in thirty days, 
when he himself admitted that he 
would stay here if business was good, 
that he was licensed for only $500 and 
that he was making from 35 to 45 per 
cent oa all his sales. 

After the summing up of the testimo 
ny Justice Trader declared Elfant guil- 
ty of violating the ordinance and dined 
him $100 and coste. .After a consulta. 
tion with his attorney Mr. Elfant gave 
bond of $9200 for his appearance and 
took an appeal to the Circuit court.

WKINLEY AD 
ROOSEVELT 


To Lead Republican Hosts in the 
Campaign of 1900. 


BOTH NAMED BY ACCLAMATION 


— M—— 


New York's Governor Yields to the 
Call of His Party. 


Philadelphia, Jume  21.—President 
McKinley was not renominated at the 
session of the Republican national con- 
vention yesterday. But today  wit- 
nessed the unparalleled spectacle 
of both the presidential end vice 
presidential candidates being nom- 
inated by acclamation, Senator M. A. 
Hanna threw up the sponge yesterday. 
He found he could not stem the tide 
of the poulár favorite without using 
the direct influence of the administra- 
tion at Washington. And this he could 
not get, Possibly even with it he might 
have failed. But without it the task 
was hopeless. The president would 
bave no hand in an effort to control 
the convention. He made known di- 
ei io Mr. Hanne his wish that cho 
will of the convention should not be 
thwarted, and when that unequivocal 
word came Mr Hanna reluctantly 
abandoned the fight, and late last night 
issued the following Btatement: 

“The administration has had no can- 
diate for vice president. It has not 
been for or against any candidate. It 
has desired that the convention should 
make the candidate and that has been 
my position throughout. 

"It has been a free field for all. Un- 
der the circumstances several eminent 
Republicans have been proposed, all of 
them distinguished men with many 
frienda. 

“I will now say on behalf of all 
these candidates—and I except none— 
that I have, within the last twelve 
hours, been asked to give my advice. 

"After having consulted with as 
many delegates as possible within the 
time at my disposal, | have concluded 
to accept the responsibility involved in 
this request. 

“Given the present situation, with 
the strong and earnest sentiment of 
the delegates from all parts of the 
country for Governor Roosevelt, and 
since President McKinley is to be nom- 
Inated without a dissenting voice, it is 
my Judgment that Governor Roose- 
velt should be nominated for vice pres- 
ident with the same unanimity. 


MR. DOLLIVER'S STATEMENT.

He and Mr. Long Yielded Gracefally 
to the General Demand. 

Immediately following Mr. Hanna'a 
announcement of the withdrawal of all 
the other candidates and the nomina- 
tion of Governor Roosevelt for vice 
president by acclamation, Mr. Dolll- 
ver authorized the following  state- 
ment: 

"My candidacy has been wholly un- 
solicited. 1 have not up to this mo- 
ment spoken one word seeking the 
nomination to even à member of my 
own delegatfon. Tonight Mr. Long, 
Mr. Scott and myself placed our can- 
didacies in Mr, Hanna's hands to dis- 
pose of as he saw fit, It was agreed 
that our names would not be present- 
ed to the convention and npon my re- 
quest Mr. Lafe Young, of my state, 
wil place Mr. Roosevelt's name in 
nomination in behalf of the nation. I 
belleve that the name of Governor 
Roosevelt on the tickekt will give it 
greater strength and enthusiasm than 
the name of any other man in Amer- 
ica.” 

With his retirement from the contest 
against the Empire state governor both 
nominations could have been made be- 
fore the convention adjourned yester- 
day. The original plan was to renom- 
inate McKinley yesterday and to nomi- 
nate the candidate for vice president 
today. But the national] Republican 
committee had made a compact with 
the loca! Philadelphia committee to 
keep the convention here for three 
days, and it was feared that if the nom- 
ination for president was made yester- 
day the convention might take the bit. 
in its teeth and wind up the proceed- 
ings before dark. All the preparations 
for the president's renomination at this 
session had been perfected. Hundreds 
of the beautiful red, white and blue 
pampas plumes attached to long staffs 
had been taken down into the dele- 
gates’ pit before the convention met 
and were stowed away against the in- 
evitable moment when the climax 
should be reached, As they were car- 
ried into the pit by the ushers while 
the convention was assembling they 
recalled the magnificent scene at Bt. 
Louis four years ago, when similar 
plumes set the convention mad with 
delight during the famous McKinley 
demonstration. 

Knowing the temper of the dele- 
gates and the crowds, Mr. Hanna de- 
cided to take no risks, And conso- 
quently the immense throngs which 
blackened the vast amphitheater were 
compelled to content themselves with 
the routine incidents connected with 
the permanent organization, an ora- 
tion by Senator Lodge, the permanent 
chairman, and the scene which at- 
tended the unanimous adoption of the 
platform. Then they returned to the 
city to wait another 24 hours for the 
pominations which they had traveled,

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THE HERO OF SAN JUAN. 


Becomes the Hero of Philadelphia 
In Spite of Hie. 

Again yesterday Governor Roosevelt 
carried off the honors. His entrance 
to the convention was again the signal 
for the most pronounced demonstration 
of the session. It was as dramatic as 
that of Tuesday, and was practically 
a repetition of his experience then. 
Some of his austerity had departed. 
With’ the relaxation of Mr. Hanna's 
opposition the governor realized that 
he must succumb to the inevitable. 
And he appeared resigned to his fate. 
Only once did he seem to resent the 
popular acclamations: That was when 
Senator Wolcott, who is one of his ar- 
dent supporters, gave the crowd the op- 
portunity to cheer him by naming him 
on the committee to escort Henry Ca- 
bot Lodge, the permanent chairman, to 
the platform, He made no effort to 
conceal the annoyance he felt at being 
thus dragged into view, 

The most striking incident of the 
day was the appearance on the stage 
of 16 of the survivors of the original 
don vention held in Locust street, this 
city, in 1856. All the stirring memories 
of the exciting days when the country 
was on the verge of the great bloody 
conflict over alavery welled up as those 
old veterans faced a new generation, 
bearing in their hands the faded, tat- 
tered flag of a generation that has 
passed into history. Senator Hawley, 
of necticut, was the only one of the 
16 o still holds a prominent place 
upon the stage of the present. The 
cheer that went up at sight of them 
shook the building. 

Roosevelt was nominated for vice 
president by acclamation. There was 
mo mecessity for a roll call. When the 
time arrived for nominating a vice 
president the roll of states was called. 
When Iowa was reached Delegate 
Young arose and withdrew Dolliver 
and placed Roosevelt in nomination. 
Massachusetts followed, withdrawing 
Long and seconding the nomination of 
the New York man. The stampede 
which begun on Sunday, and which 
seemed to have received a check on 
Monday, ended in the nomination of 
Roosevelt.

To add to the din the band 
struck up, but only those in its im- 
mediate vicinity could distinguish the 
tune the performers played. Round the 
New York delegation the delegates 
swayed in a crush that seemed dan- 
gerous to life and limb. -The uproar 
was continued until finally delegates 
and spectators sank exhausted into 
their seats for a brief breathing spell. 
The only man in the great convention 
hall who seemed unmoved was Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who remained in his 
seat with the New York delegation 
calm, dignified and smiling good na- 
turedly in response to the congratula- 
tions of the delegates who crowded 
about him. 

Governor Roosevelt made a brilliant 
fight, a fight rather unprecedented in 
politica! annals, because it had been to 
prevent 1 nomination, not to obtain 1t. 
He had beaten the political leaders in 
his own state, he had demonstrated his 
ability to play at political checkers 
with Senator Platt and ex-Senator 
Quay, and it may be sald that had | 
t :se been the only elements he had to 
contend with he would have beaten 
them both. 

But from the west and south. had 
come such a strong demand for Roose- 
velt's nomination that it shook his de- 
termination and compelled leaders who 
desired to respect his wishes, leaders 
clove to the administration, to bow to 
& popular feeling that could not be 
suppressed. 

For Governor Roosevelt, it may be 
sald, that he had resigned himself to 
the situation last night. Leaving the 
convention, he went directly to the 
private house at which Mrs. Roosevelt 
was staying, declaring that he had 
done everything in hia power to stop 
the nomination, and that he was now 
through. At his headquarters many 
delegates called and were told that he 
waa not to be seen. 


THE OPENING DAY. 


Credentials Committee Seata the Ad- 
dicks Delegates From Delaware. 
The opening of the convention on 

Tuesday was rather tame, with the sin- 

gle exception of the marvelous demon- 

stration that greeted the entrance of 

Governor Roosevelt. Ex-Senator Quay, 

Governor Shaw of Iowa, Senator Me- 

Comas of Mafyland, Senator Davis of 

Minnesota, Congressman Grosvenor of

From Berlin comes this dispatch: 
“The responafbliity of the Chinese gov- 
ernment for recent events,” said a 
high owela! of the foreign office yes- 
terday “Is now clearly proved It has 
been ascertained that 10,000 Chinese 
troopa, who deserted to the Boxers did 
so under the direct orders of the Chi- 
nese government. The promotion to 
tha highest positions of notoriousty wi- 
ti-European officials also points in the 
same -irectión. This is the war of 
China against all foreigners, including 
Germana; and the point now ls to go 
ahead vigorously, quickly and reao- 
lutely, no matter what the final out- 
come may be.” 1 

The rebellion is spreading far and 
wide. There is an impression in diplo- 
matic circles here and on the continent 
that the allies have not yet grappled 
with the situation effectively and that 
even 50,000 troops would be powerles 
to do much to control 4,000,000 square 
miles. 

The latest story sent out by the 
Shanghal go&sipa ia that Prince Tuan, 
president of the tsung-li-yamen, has 
burned the imperial palace at Pekin 
and murdered the emperor and that 
the empress dowager has committed 
suicide, 

Japan, according to a dispatch from 
Yokohama, intends to land an expedi-| 
tion at Foo Chow. 

Late dispatches confirm the reported 
attack on the Taku forts last Sunday. 
The naval commanders of the different 
govertiments on Saturday sent an ul- 
timatuni calling for the disband- 
meat of large bodies of Chinese troops 
ageembled, and announcing that the 
forts would be destroyed unless the 
demand was complied with by 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning. Shortly after mid- 
nicht the forts opened fire on the war- 
ships: The fire was returned and the 


forta. quickly subdued, two being 
blown up, Seven hundred Chinese 
were killed. 


The casualties to the mixed forces 
were as follows: Killed—British, 1; 
German, 3; Russian, 16; French, 1. 
Wounded—British, 4; Gérman, 7; Rus- 
slan, 45; French, 1. 

The heavy Russian forces were due 
to the blowing up of the magazine on 
the Russian cruiser Korlejz.

Captain Folger of the Kearsarge says 
that electricity does nearly everything on 
that battleship except to call the roll and 
scrub the decks. Sixty diferent motors 
ef 480 horse power and 350 kilowatts 
furnish power for every device that was 
formerly operated by steam. The sbip 
fe wired on the three wire system, so 
that the motors can be operated at two 
woltages—100 and 180—which i» analo- 
gous to the use of 100 and 180 pounds of 
steam. ' 

On the previous group of battleships— 


Oregon class—the motors are only 96 
horse power and 72 kilowatts. On Eng 
Mash ships the use of electricity i» still 
confined to incandescent lights, search- 
lights and signal apparatus, but upon the 
Kearsarge and Kentucky steam pipes are 
almost entirely abolished. “All this makes 
it necessaky for the officers and sailors of 
the navy to have a thorough knowledge 
of the electrical science, and schools of 
fustruction, both for officers and enlisted 
men, with electricáà] workshops, have 
been established at Newport and at the 
mavy yards in this city, Boston, Norfolk 
and Ban Francisco.

To Keep Stoves In Summer. 

"Let me give you a pointer in putting 
away your rvom stoves for the summer," 
said an accommodating stove man to a 
reporter. 

In the great majority óf cases people 
pack way their small stoves ín their cel- 
lars for the summer. Cellars are more 
or less damp, and the grates and stove 
lining rust and in some cases actually 


summer in a damp cellar does a stove 
more harm than its steady use during the 
winter season. In such cases never clean 
out the stove. A good quantity of ashes 
in the stove is the best possible preserva- 
tive of the inside of the stove, The 
ashes and cinders absorb the moisture 
which otherwise would attack the grate 
and other linings. 

"In the same way it i» better that the 
bed of cinders in tbe furnaces should be 
kept in them during the summer. Care 
ful housekeepers are right in most things, 
that when packed away for the summer 
they should be clean. This rule, bow- 
ever, does not work well in the case of 
stoves and furnaces. This is not theory, 
but the result of many years’ experience, 
and when once observed will always be 
followed. It will be found that it will 
pay." — Washington Star.

"Of all the decorations that can be ob- 
talned by Englishmen," said a British 
subject, “none is more eagerly sought 
after or more highly prized than the Vic- 
toria cross. Originally instituted in 1856, 
the decoration was given for individual 
acts of bravery. It is a Maltese cross of 
bronze, and, being once won, should other 
acts of bravery be performed additional 
ware are added to the original. It carries 
a pension of £10 pef unnum for the cross 
And £5 for each additional bar. 

"No common act of bravery suffices to 
obtain it. It must be some signal act. 
For instance, the man who looks after 
the coats at the British museum has a V. 
C. His name is Hook, and he won the 
decoration in the Zulu campaign. For 
the space of four hours Hook and ten 
companions held the hospital wards at 
Rorkes drift against the repeated as 
aaults of dumb Zulus: When am- 
munition ran out, they defended the door- 
way with the bayonet, piling the dend up 
as a barricade in every lull in the fight- 
Ing. Althongh the savages succeeded in 
setting the place on fire, Hook and his 
companions rescued the wounded, but It 
was only after 12 hours’ inéessant fight- 
ing that the Zulus finally drew off. No 
less than eight V» C.'s were given on ac 
count of the affair at Rorkes drift,"—

DEDICATION AND ANNIVERSARY. 


Tomorrow a Day of Ususnal Interest at 
Wicomico Presbyterian Church. 

On Sunday morning the lecture room 
of the Wicomico ‘Preabyterian Church 
will be dedicated with appropriate cer- 
emonies. It was hoped that Rev. T 
Mervin J Eckels and Rev George H. 
Walles could be present and participate 
in the oeremonies ^ But Dr. Reigart 
learned late in the week that he would 
be withont paajoral assistance. 

Sunday will also mark the tenth an- 
wiversary ar" Dr. Reigare se pastorate 
here, and in the evening he will 
preach an anniversary sermon review- 
ing the work of the past ten years. . 

. Th« new lecture room which is to be 
dedicated tomorrow i$ a handsome 
structure of brick 29260 feet with en- 
trances on the north and east sides. 

The annex contains two galleries, oné 
ateach side. Both can be reached by 
stairways that lead up from the main- 
floor -Beneath the gallery at the west 
‘side is a large infant class room, sepa- 
rated from the. main auditorium by 
means of handsome doors of colonial 
glas All the wood work in the room 

` is of pine and the walls are white-coat- 
ed. The windows of the room are of 
handeome stained glass, many of them 
are dedicated to the memory of some 
loyed pupil cr teacher of the Sabbath 
school; others are memorials presented 
by each clase, 

The room is heated by steam, lighted 
by electricity and furnished with 

' folding chairs. The cost of the build. 
ing was $8,500 and it is quite a comfort 
to the ones who fostered the project to 
know, that it will be dedicated free of 
debt. The building was planned by 
Mr. T. H. Mitchell and erected by 
Messrs Slemons & Bounds, contractors. 

The. Wicomico Presbyterian church 
en joys the interesting distinction of be 
ing one of the five sister churches 
founded by the famed “Father of Pres- 
byterianism in America";— Francis 
Makemie. This noted worker in the 
new vineyard was licensed to preach by 
the Presbytery of Donigal, Ulster coun 
ty, Ireland, in 1680. He was sent in 
response to an application from Col. 
Stephens of Virginia for a minister ' to 
preach to the scattered flocks on the 
East Shore of Maryland and Virginia", 
The first church which he established 
was at the mouth of the Pocomoke 
river and waa called **iteboboth''. The 
exact date of its foundation is not 
known but it wae likely about the year 
1700. This church was the first Pres- 
byterian churth in America. 

Manokin, Pi k, Snow Hill, and 
Wicomico congregations were later or- 
ganized by Makemie. 

The Wicomico churoh was founded 
about 1796 near what is now known as 
Rockawalking, about four miles from 
Balisbury. Here it remained until 
about the year 1895,when the Salisbury 
church came ipto prominence as a 
preachnig point, and the congregation 
at Rockawalking dwindled gradually 
until about twenty years Ago, whem the 
Old meeting place was finally abandon- 
ed, only occasional services being since 
that time held in thecrumbling edifice. 
Ita last stated pastor was the Rev. John 
B. Slemons, grand father of Dr. F. M. 
Blemons of this city who resigned in 
1881 after serving continuously for 
twenty two years. With his resigna- 
tion the power and prestige of old 
Rockawalking church rapidly declined 
and supremacy of the Salisbury, church 
increased and from the little meeting 
house built.on the lot donated by vim 
Isabella Huston situated near the old 
Poplar Hill mansion, grew the près- 
ent handsome editice op Broad street 
commenced 1800. Pas Waite, Sinyth, 
Eokels, . and Re t haye each 
added, during r successive pas- 
torates, to the material and spiritual 
growth of the church.

DEATH OF JAMES U. DENNIS, 


Passed Away At His Heme la Princess 
Anac Last Friday Afteraooa. 

Hon. James U. Dennis died last Fri- 
day afternoon at his home in Princess 
Anne, aged 77 years. 

The immediate cause of his death was 
peritonitis, the result of a fall which he 
sustained on the Monday previous 
while out walking. He had, however, 
been in fail health for some time 
previous to thíl accident. 

Mr. Dennis was born on September 
117 16 
years of ag. His native place was 
Beverly, the old Dennis homestead, in 
Worcestér county. Mr. Dennis ances- 
tors were all distinguished persons. His 
grandfather, Littieton Dennis, Jr., was 
a prominent lawyer and judge and serv- 
od as a presidential elector in 1797, cast- 
ing his vote for John Adams His 
great uncle, John Dennis, was a repre- 
sentative in Congress for four sucossive 
terms,having been elected at the early 
age of 96 years. The latter’s son, John 
Dennis, was also a representative in Con- 
gress. 

Mr. Dennis was educated at the old 
Washington Academy, near Princess 
Anne, and afterwards attended Prince- 
ton College, where he graduated in 1843. 
He began the study of law in the office 
of the late Wm. W. Handy and was ad 
mitted to the bar in Baltimore in 1844 
and began the active practice of his 
profession. In early life Mr. Dennis 
was active in the Whig party but since 
the breaking out of the Civil war he 
has been á Demooart. In the fall of 
1845 he was elected to the legislature 
from Worcester county and in 1850 he 
was a member of the State Constitu- 
tional Con vention 

Mr. Dennis’ law partner was the late 
Robert F. Brattan, with whom he had 
been associated for many years. 

Mr. Dennis was twice married. His 
first wife was Miss Cecilia B. Hood of 
Virginia ZThree daughters by this mar 
riage survive him: Mrs Nellie H. Brat- 
tan, widow of the late Robert F, Brat- 
tan, Misa Maria R. Dennis and Mra 
Cecilia B. Dashiell, widow of the late 
Dr. Rufus W. Dashiell, all of whom 
reside in Princess Anne, His second 
wife was Miss Mary W. Teackle, of 
Baltimore, who died about ten years 
ago. By this marriage one son, Mr. 
James Teackle Dennis of Baltimore, 
survives him. The late Dr. George R. 
Dennis, former United States Senator 
from Somerset county waa a brother of 
the deceased and Judge J. U pehur Derz 
nis, of Baltimore, is a nephew. Mrs. 
Henry Page is a sister of the deceased

The said Painter hereby agrees 
that said line of telegraph shall not in 
any way encumber the publio roads of 
said county, and it is dnderstood that 
this privlege granted is to embrace on 
ly one line of telegraph, and over one 
road between the points stated. 

The Coinmissioners ordered That in 
consideration of the beneflts and advan- 
tages to acorue to said Wicomico Coun- 
ty from the construction and operation 
of the telegraph line mentioned in the 
&foregoing petition, the said U. H. 
Painter of Washington, D. C., be and 
he is hereby granted the right and privi- 
lege of erecting and maintaining a line 
of telegraph from some certain point on 
the public road leading from Balisbury 
to Princess Anne, and thence along 
euch certain public roads of said Wi 
comico County by the most direct route 
to some point at or near Delmar on the 
line between Maryland and the state of 
Delaware, provided, however, that said 
line of telegraph shall not in any way 
obstruct or encumber the public high

According to This Veraciews Authority 
the Birds are Destroying Talbot 
County Churches. 


The Baltimore Suns Easton Corre- 
spondent, who is no less illustrious a 
personage than the erudite editro of 
the Easton Ledger, has written the 
following to the Sun: 

Kaston, Md, June 95.—Our btick 
buildings here in the country are 
menaced sby an unexpected danger 
eepecially the country churches in quiet 
and secluded places. On the Eastern 
Shore we feel perfectly safe in our sub- 
stantial brick houses (rom earthquakes 
and storms, but i: seems there i» an 
insidious and hitherto unsuspected 
enemy at work which threatens to 
osuse our brick and mortar fabrics to 
dome tumbling down on our heads. 

This eneniy is the hated and despised 
English sparrow. It is said they are 
at work on old Wye Church, in Talbot 
county, picking out the mortar between 
the courses of bricks and serioualy 
weakening the walls This church is 
in a secluded place; it is opened once 
on Sunday and occasionily for funerals 
there is no person living on the ampie 
church grounds; the walls are ivy cov- 
ered. A Kent county gentleman says 
the English sparrows are destroying the 
Methodist Protestant Church at Ken- 
nédyville, On one side of the build. 


ing they have taken the mortar from 
between the bricks three feet up the 


wall from the ground and ffom a half 
inch to an inch in depth in every seam. 
In some places they have gone clear 
through between the outside bricks. 
This gentleman has been closely watch- 
ing the birds do what he calis their 
‘devilish work, and he saya emphat- 
ically “if something is not done to stop 
them the church must fall." 

The sparrows have no grudge against 
the churches. They are simply respond- 
ing toa call from Nature, which re- 
quires them to get lime and eat it for 
their egg shells and gravel for their giz- 
zard funoct on& Mortarfurnishes both. 
If they attack churches in preference to 
private dwellings it ia because they are 
less liable to be disturbed there. Where 
there are oyster shell roads, or other 
surface supply of lime and fine gravel, 
they will not attack mortar joints, But 
they must have these food materials, or 
the race will perish. Without lime there 
will be no eggs and hence no more 
young sparrows; without gravel they 
cannot triturate their food and must die 
from indigestion. 

The English ivy which covers the walls 
of many brick and stone churches is the 
favorite housekeeping place of the Eng 
lish sparrows There they nest, lay their 
egg», hatch their voung and rear their 
broods. In the dense, warm sunshiny 
ivy of the south walls they spend the 
winter. Thousands of them inhabit the 
massy ivy which covers the high walls 
of Christ P. E. Church, Easton. In June 
a four ounce bird has fou: pounds of 
vitality and ceseolens activity... Their 
chatter is voluminous. On Sunday 
morning when the tall Gothic windows 
are thrown open the uplifting of the 
voices from the throats of a thousand 
English sparrows drowns the pulpit and 
sometimes outsounde the organ.

THE FOREIGN AMBASSADORS SAFE 


Admiral Seymour, Too, Has Probably 
1 Been Saved by the Composite Bri- 
Sade—Americuns and Britons ta 
Lead—Chafee Starts For China. 


London, June 28.—The composite 
brigade of 2,300 men, who raised the 
Investment of Tien Tsih and 
on to Admiral Seymout has probably 
saved him, but the news has mot yet 
reached Chefoo, the nearest wire point. 
The last steamer arrivlug at Chefoo 
from Taku brought this message, dated 
Tien Tsin, Monday, June 25: 

"The Russian general in command 
of the rellef forpe had decided, in view 
of Saturday's heavy fighting and march- 
ing, that one day's rest for the troops 
was essential and that the advance 
should not be resumed until today. 
Meanwhile came Admiral Seymour's 
hellograph that his position was dès- 


two days. The reliéf started at dawn 
today (Mouday)." 

Saturday's fighting began at day- 
break. The allied forces opened with 
several of the Terrible's 4.7 naval guns, 
six fleld guns and numerous machine 
&uns, the firing being at long range. 
They continued to advance steadily, 
the Chinese artillery replying- The 
guns ot the allles were more 
handted and put the guns of the Ohf 
hese out-of action one by one, the 
Chinese retreating about noon. 

There was keen rivalry among the 
representatives of the various nations 
as to which would enter Tien Tsin first, 
and the Americans and British went in 
neck and neck. The Russians stormed 
the arsenal; thereby sustaining the 
largest losses. 

Several Thousand Japanese have left 

Taku for Tien Tsin, and altogether 13,- 
000 Japanese have landed, The inter- 
nallonal troops now aggregate nearly 
20,000, and Japan is preparing to send 
20,000 more. With British, American 
and other troops ordered to go, prob- 
ably 60,000 men will be available in a 
month. 

The Tong Shan refugees and the for- 
eign engineers at Chefoo estimate the 
Chinese troops now in the fleld as 25,- 
000 drilled troops at Lutai, 25,000 at 
Shang Hal Wan, 15,000 driven off from 
Tien Tsin and 150,000 at Pekin. . 

The dispatch recetved by the tor- 
eign office stating that the foreign 
legations were requested to leave Pekin 
within a specified time is interpreted 
im some unofficial quarters as tanta- 
mount to giving the ministers their 
passports and to a declaration of war, 
but as China does nothing like other 
countries the official opinion is that 
there is nothing to do but await the 
course of events and to see what the 
ministera themselves say when they 
are rescued. 


THE FOREIGN ENVOYS SAFE. 


Ofkcia] Assurance From the Chinese 
Minister Relieves Anxiety. 


Washington, June 28—The deyelop- 
ments of yesterday respecting China 
were important and interesting. The 
Chinese minister's official report of the 
departure of the foreign ministera and 
their guards from Pekin greatly reltev- 
ed the officials here, who took it as the 
firat tangible evidence that the im- 
perial Chinese government had a full 
realization of the enormity of permit- 
ting the ministefs to come to perso 
harm, and were thus undertaking, hs 
far as lay in thelr power, to observe 
the amenities of international ex- 
change. 

The keenest Interest la shown by the 
officials to learn the conditions under 
which the ministers left Pekin. Min- 
ister Wu's dispatch was ominously 
silent on that point, and though the 
minister himself maintains almost ob- 
stinately his confidence in the non- 
existence of a atate of war, it is gen- 
erally admitted that it will be difficult 
to &owept- his condiusion M it shall 
transpire that. the Pekin government 
Itself has sent the ministers away with 
their passports, At the atate depart- 
ment it is sald that if it shall be ex- 
plained that the imperial government 
did this, not with a purpose of rup- 
turing diplomatic relations, but simply 
to ensure the safety of the ministers, 
which they were unable to guarantee 
as long as they remained in Pekin, 
then there is still ground for an un- 
derstanding. 

It is, however, pointed out that in 
such a case the self confessed inability 
of the imperial! government to main- 
tain peace and order at the capital 
would amount to an admission of its 
utter failure as a government, and 
would leave China in a state worse 
than that of actual war. In either 
event, it now appears to the satisfac- 


tion of the officials that there was ab- 


solute justification for such interven- 
tion as we have offered in China. 

Nothing has been heard from Min- 
ister Couger, notwithstanding that Ad- 
miral Kempff, in a dispatch to the navy 
department yesterday, reported him 
as being eight miles from Tien Tain, 
It was hoped that in view of his pres- 
ence so near the city some word 
would have been received from him be-

NO-CRIME TO KILL AMERICANS,

Havana, June 28.—A Cuban police- 
man who recently killed an American 
named Welsh, and against whom the 
evidence waa apparently complete, in 
the opinion of army officers and others 
who saw the whole affair, has just 
been acquitted by the Att er- 
cumstances so extrao: that Gov- 
ernor General Wood will order an in- 
vestigation. The fiscal said the case 
had been completely proved and he 
demanded a sentence of 14 years, 
Americans in Havana are very indig- 
bant over what they claim is a studied 
attempt to show the Cubans that it is 
no crime to kill an American.

Four Heat Victims in Chicago. 

Chicago, June 28.—Four persons lost 
thefr lives yesterday through the heat, 
and five were prostrated while on the 
streets or at work. The dead: Oscar 
Berener, overcome by heat while re- 
pairing a window sereen in the sec- 
ond story of a building, fell to the 
ground and broke his neck; Mrs, Annie 
Rajkowski, dropped dead while walk- 
dng in the street; Antonio Shoggers 
and Herman Grudenski, dropped dead 
while at work. The mercury reached

Prolibiticnista Condemn thelkiquor 
Trafo in Every Plank, 
DENOUNOING THE PRESIDENT. 


Plattorm Declares “He Has Outraged 
and Ineulted the Moral Sentiment 
of the Country in Such a Manner as 
Calls For Indignant Rebuke.” 


Chicago, June 28.—The Prohibition 
national convention met yesterday and 
in three sessions, morning, afternoon 
and evening, cleaned business 
except thé nominations for president 
and vice president. The convention, in 
point of numbers and enthusiasm 
shown, is considered one of the great- 
est ever held by the advocates of cold 
water. Thirty-seven states of the 
Union were represented when Chair- 
man Oliver Stewart, of the national 
committee, called the convention to 
order, nearly 700 delegates being pres- 
ent, while scores of others arrived thia 
morning.

So long as the sa- 
loon debauches the citizen and breeds 
the purchasable voter, money will con- 
tinue to buy its way to power.

“We charge upon President McKin- 
ley, who was elected to his high office 
by appeals to Christian sentiment and 
patriotism almost unprecedented and 
by a combination of moral influences 
never before seen in this country, that, 
by his conspicuous example as a wine 
drinker at public banquets, and as a 
wine serving host in the White House, 
he has done more to encourage the 
liquor business, to demoralize the tem- 
perance habita of young men and to 
bring Christian practices and require- 
ments into disrepute, than any other 
president this republic has had, We 
further charge upon Preaident. McKin- 
ley responsibility for the army can- 
teen, with all its dire brood of dis- 
ease, immorality, sin and death, in this 
country, in Cuba, in Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, and we insist that by 
his attitude concerning the canteen 
And his apparent contempt for the vast 
number of petitions and petitioners 
protesting agairat it, he has outraged 
and insulted the moral sentiment of 
this country in such a manner and to 
such.a degree as calis for its righteous 
uprising and his indignant and ef- 
fective rebuke." 

A bitter fight took place in the com- 
mittee on reeolutions before the plat- 
form was finally agreed upon, the 
members being sharply divided over 
the question of a single issue or 
"broad" platform.
